The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claim 13: The prior art does not disclose an overvoltage protection means, comprising a 
discharge space, wherein the discharge space extends from a radially outer area of the 
face of one of the electrodes to a diametrically opposite radially outer area of the face of 
the other of the electrodes, portion of the face of the electrodes other than said 
diametrically opposite radially outer areas being shielded relative to said discharge 
space by at least one of an insulating material and a resistance material. This feature in 
combination with the rest of the claim limitations is not anticipated or rendered obvious 
by the prior art of record.
